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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the return septum of 
claim 1 5 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in' 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 11-14, 23, and 42-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US 4,838,881 to Bennett. Bennet discloses a catheter 18 with lumens 
that extend therethrough. A transverse septum (unlabeled, the vertical septum in FIG 4) 
extends through the catheter creating two open passageways. A second, or supporting 
septum (also unlabeled, see the horizontal septum in FIG 4) creates a third passage in 
the catheter. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 15-16, 21, 47, 48, and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US 4,838,881 to Bennett. Bennett discloses the apparatus as 
claimed with the exception of an additional septum that divides the larger passage into 
third and fourth lumens. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to add another septum, since it has

been held that mere duplication of the essential working parts of a device involves only 
routine skill in the art. See MPEP 2144.04. 

6. Claims 17,18, 22, 24, 25, 49, 50, and 54-57 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over US 4,838,881 to Bennett in view of US 6,146,354 to Beil. 
Bennett discloses the claimed invention except for varying the cross-sectional area, or 
size, of the lumens. Beil discloses a multi-lumen catheter with a connector 122 and 
asymmetrical lumens. Beil teaches that varying the orientation and the cross-sectional 
size of the lumens creates balanced flow rates between withdrawal and return lumens. 
It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention 
to adjust the cross-sections of the lumens of the Bennett device in order to alter the flow 
rate characteristics, as taught by Beil. 

7. Claims 19-20, 26, 27-41, and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US 4,838,881 to Bennett in view of US 6,146,354 to Beil, further in 
view of US 5,395,316 to Martin. Bennett and Beil disclose the invention as claimed with 
the exception of a beveled edge. Martin discloses a catheter with multiple lumens that 
has an opening for each lumen on the opposite side of a beveled edge in order to avoid 
occlusion by a blood vessel. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to provide a beveled edge to the distal end of the catheter in order to 
prevent occlusion and increase treatment efficiency, as taught by Martin.
